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City council decides for restrictive water ordinance 


Sierra Madre City Council on Tuesday evening 
accepted an ordinance for mandatory water conser¬ 
vation and notification with an intention to adopt 
the ordinance on Mar. 26, with an implementation 
date of Apr. 1. 

A public hearing will be held at that Mar. 26 
meeting. 

Basically, they are skipping through Phases 1,11 
and 111, since those phases encompass the volunteer 
water conservation urged by the council in recent 
weeks. 

Phase 1 refers to no washing of sidewalks, 
walkways, patios, driveways or parking areas with a

this year because of the water shortage; however. Ci¬ 
ty Administrator Jim McRea found a way that the 
village could get credit for the water from the Santa 
Anita Basin and the fishing people in Sierra Madre 
would still have their fun. So the games begin—on 
Mar. 16. 

Fishing time for Pond 1, ages 13-15, is from 7 
a.m. to 9:30 a.m. In Pond 2, ages 7 through 9, the 
time is the same, 7 to 9:30 a.m. 

From 10 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., kids ages 3 
through 6 may fish in Pond 1. In Pond 2, kids 10*12 
years may fish. 

From 1:30 p.m. to sundown there will be family 
fishing for all ages. The fishing derby cost is $1 per 
child. All Derby participants are eligible for a free 
family fishing when they display the event partici¬ 
pant ribbon. 

Prizes will be awarded to the biggest catches of 
the day for each of the age groups. Proof of age may 
be required. 

Family fishing, from 1:30 p.m. to sunset, is $3 
per family.

water hose; no restaurants may offer drinking water 
until it is requested; no water leaks are permitted in 
equipment; no lawns or landscaping are to be 
watered between the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
and none of those may be watered in a wasteful 
manner. 

Phase 11 asked for water curtailment by 10 per¬ 
cent and Phase III by 15 percent. Phase IV seeks 
water curtailment by 20 percent which leads to Phase 
V which deals with curtailment based on 2064 acre 


The Sierra Madre News continues with its 
coverage of Sierra Madre’s water shortage problem. 
This segment is part of a series we ran mid-year, 
1990, and it still applies to the problems we are 
having now. 

Is there any hope that Sierra Madre may be able 
to find a solution to its water problems which at 
least one councilmember has labeled “serious?” 

One person who is optimistic about the jjossibility 
regarding both a short and long-term solution is 
Tom Shollenbcrger, Sierra Madrcan and long¬ 
time member of the Raymond Basin Management 
Board until his recent transfer to the Rancho 
Cucamonga County Water District as its General 
Manager. 

He is convinced Sierra Madre has a plentiful 
supply of water and our entire problem rests with 
the formula applied by the Raymond Basin water- 
master to the water we spread each year. 

Water from both Big and Little Santa Anita 
Canyons is placed in nr 19 spreading basins each 
year and in some wet jears has amounted to as much 
as 4500 acre feet. 

In addition, according to City Administrator 
Jim McRea, as much as 1200 acre feet comes from 
our tunnels in good years, going directly into our 
system without first being spread and thereby not 
being subjected to any “penalties.” 

Our allotted pumping right in our Raymond 
Basin in 1764 acre feet, with a 10 percent leeway, 
or 176 additional acre feet. 

One acre foot of water equals 325,000 gallons 
which should take care of two families for one year. 

We have needed up to 2600 acre feet of water 
a year, so our tunnel water alone, in a good year. 


feet of water being available. 

City Council members eyed that saving of 24 
pe eent, based on the 2064 acre feet of water 
av .lilable with the effectiveness hitting on July 1 for 
those billed in the east part of town and on Aug. 1 
for those billed in the west part of town. 

City Administrator Jim McRea, who made a 
presentation, said that in the mid-’80s the city sold 
excess water to Arcadia. In 1990, the city had over¬ 
pumped 543 acre feet because the amount of rainfall 


could more than provide enough for our needs, 
added to our 1764 acre feet of basin pumping rights, 
with no need to spread any water. 

In wet years we have ended up with as much 
as 6100 acre feet of stored water credit, a bonus for 
the Raymond Basin which is shared by Arcadia, 
La Canada, Alhambra, Pasadena and 12 other 
agencies. 

If we could carry that over as stored water 
against dry cycles we would have no problem, but 
the watermaster’s formula allows us credit for only 
about half of what we originally spread, deducting 
the other 50 percent for evaporation and outflow 
into the lower San Gabriel Basin. 

Obviously, we have not been able to keep the 
credit, so we have sold excess water to Arcadia — up 
to 1500 acre feet a year, rather than simply let the 
credit be “penalized” away. 

What put us in real trouble was having to 
spread our tunnel water while the tunnels were out 
of commission during two dry years when surface 
run-off spreading was minimal, subjecting the 
,tunnel water to the formula “penalties,” when 
normally it is free and clear. 

Sliollenberger says that the Raymond Basin rights 
are not well defined. The formula is simply an 
administrative restriction or limitation. “It has 
nothing to do with supply. The supply (in the 
Raymond Basin) is pretty adequate at this time.” 

He feels our formula should be changed and 
that if we press hard enough we have a good chance 
of getting that. 

He stated in a recent San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District meeting on Sierra Madre’s problem 
that “the answer is going to lie somewhere in the 
numbers game where an agreement can be worked 


had dropped so drastically, leaving us with a minus 
instead of a plus condition. 

“There has not been a drought like this since 
1932,” he said. “In wet years we have more water 
than we know what to do with and we cannot store 
water. Last year we turned to 10 percent reduction 
and increased water fees. The city will have to 
develop a significant water saving program. April is 
the end of the rainy season. We are challenged to

out...to allow (Sierra Madre) not to be debited...with 
evaporation and outflow charges and possibly carry 
that water over for long periods of time.” 

He mentioned the possibility of a further 
agreement wherein the district might spread water 
in the San Gabriel Basin which would be credited 
to Sierra Madre’s account in the Raymond Basin 
without any actual transfer via pipeline, well or 
whatever. 

One of the strangest items to come out at the 
meeting was the fact that the San Gabriel Basin 
watermaster apparently makes no allowance for 
leakage from the Raymond Basin so, as one director 
put it, “that water just disappears.” Nobody gets 
credit for it. The director, Joe Reichenberger of 
Monterey Park, said, “To me that would be the 
answer, somehow (for Sierra Madre) to get recognition 
for that credit.” 

Sierra Madre “really does not need any help,” 
Shollenberger said, “they can meet all their 
demands...they have the water to do it, (but) 
they get penalized.” 

He suggested Sierra Madre request a committee 
be formed by the Raymond Basin Management 
Board to look into the matter and come up with 
some answers. This was accomplished at the board’s 
July meeting. 

Sierra Madre might agree, in exchange for a 
more favorable formula, not to sell water to 
Arcadia until two years of normal water supply for 
Sierra Madre is in reserve, he added as another 
possibility. 

He believes the Raymond Basin Management 
Board is a reasonable group of people and are

Imagine what it’s like to be expecting 6000 guests 
at your home!

Others make the trek almost 
every year, becoming part of the history of the vine 
which was planted in 1894 and which has attracted 
admirers at wistaria festivals ever since the first one 
held in 1918. 

So it’s no surprise that the Feeneys and Solts are 
preparing for huge throngs again this year.

17. When flags of two or 
more nations are displayed 
they should be flown from 
separate staffs of the same 
height and the flags should 
be of approximately equal 
size (Sec. 3,g). 


18. When flags or pennants 
of states, cities or societies 
are flown on the same hal¬ 
yard with the Flag of the 
U. S. A., the latter should 
always be at the peak. When 
flown from adjacent staffs 
the U. S. Flag should be hois¬ 
ted first and lowered last. 
(Sec. 3,f). 


19. No other flag or pen¬ 
nant should be placed above 
or, if on the same level, to 
the right of the U. S. Flag, 
except during church services 
conducted by naval chaplains 
at sea, when the church pen¬ 
nant may be flown above the 
Flag during church services 
for navy personnel (Sec. 3,c). 
(See page 17, Public Law 107). 


20. When a number of flags 
of states or cities, or pennants 
of societies are grouped and 
displayed from staffs with the 
U. S. Flag the latter should be 
at the center and highest point 
of the group (Sec. 3,e).

21. When displayed 
with another flag, as illus¬ 
trated, the U. S. Flag 
should be to its own 
right, or the observer's 
left, with its staff over 
that of the other flag 
(Sec. 3,d). 


22. The U. S. Flag should not be dipped to any 
person or thing. Regimental colors, state, city, or¬ 
ganizational or other flags are dipped as a mark of 
honor (Sec. 4). 

Note: There is one exception to the above 
provision. 

U. S. Navy vessels, upon receiving a salute by the 
dipping of the flag from a vessel registered by a 
nation which is formally recognized by the U.S., 
must return the compliment dip for dip.

He is editor of the Armenian 
section while another son, who is a teacher in the 
Glendale Public Schools, is writer of the English sec¬ 
tion.

Consumers and retailers alike need to be 
aware of two new California laws that went 
into effect the first of the year. Both have to 
do with credit and identification. The laws 
are intended to protect the privacy of the 
consumer. For the retailer they mean tightening 
up their personal check and credit card 
transaction procedures. 

California Assembly Bill 2880 further 
restricts what information the business person 
can require when cashing a customer’s check. 
Asking for a credit card as identification is 
a no-no, as is writing down or otherwise 
making a record of a credit card number. Nor 
can the consumer be required to have the 
payment charged if their check bounces. But, 
discrete display of a sign letting the consumer 
know they can be liable for three times the 
amount of the check or $100, whichever is 
more-plus the face value of the check and 
court costs is both legal and appropriate. 
An ounce of prevention, as they say. 


The best identification process is for the 
retailer to get to know their customers on a 
first name basis. Be sure all salespersons are 
introduced to customers they meet for the first 
time. It is legal to inspect and record information 
from a driver’s license, state identification card 
or other government-issued identification. 
The consumer can voluntarily offer a credit 
card or other valid identification. 

For credit card sales, the days of requiring 
consumers to write their telephone number or 
other personal identification information on 
the credit sales form are gone. The information 
on the card should provide ail that is needed 
to process the transaction. That means the 
consumer’s name, card number, expiration 
date and card issuer name must be readable and 
come through clearly on the sales transaction 
form. Consumers can be legitimately asked for 
a phone number or address when a delivery 
is involved, or when a customer asks to be 
notified when an order is available for pick-up. 

When a credit card cash advance is involved, 
consumers can be required to provide the 
personal identification information asked for 
on the forms. 

Businesses that depend on personal checks 
and credit card transactions must maintain 
good customer records. Most consumers realize 
it is in their own best interests to provide basic 
personal identification information. It’s up to 
the business person to make collection of that 
information both acceptable and legal. 
Employee training, discreet signing and 
consumer education are three ways to get the 
job done, and keep customers coming in the 
front door. But, nothing beats getting to know 
each and every customer on a first name basis. 
That’s something both the consumer and the 
business person can agree on.

I remember that just before moving to 
Sierra Madre 1 had expressed a desire to be 
“in a simpler place, a simpler time.” This desire 
for simplicity seems now to have expanded 
itself to “simpler books.” In this column 1 
have reviewed many childrens’ books because, 
as an elementary school teacher I have access 
to a lot of them. Through my training and my 
work I have come to delight in them and to 
understand that the love of books and the 
process of exploration and imagination known 
as “reading” begins there-in the delight of 
“storybooks.” I want to encourage the 
accumulation of books in the home, especially 
in a time, when for children, the accumulation 
of so many material things is status quo. 

In books, 1 am now moving from childhood 
wonder to adolescent confusion. For every 
rite of passage comes another classification 
of books. In adolescence, books can serve 
as a way to find peace and understanding 
of their inner world in transition and tumult. 

While in a junior high school library, 
browding through the shelves to see what was 
available, I found a book entitled: “Listen 
to Me, I’m Angry” by Deidre S. Laiken and 
.\lan J. Schneider, published by Lothrop, Lee, 
and Shepherd Books, New York. I had ulterior 
motives (besides an interest in adolescence) 
for taking this book off the shelf. The title 
expressed feelings I’d had recently and I needed 
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And this book did just that. I was duly 
impressed. I had planned to search for a more 
adult, sophisticated book on the subject. I was 
trying to locate Lerner’s “The Dance of 
Anger,” but in the meantime I found this 
hidden away gem in a junior high library. After 
reading it I cancelled my search for the adult 
book. This one seemed to me to be the definitive 
statement in the simplest form. 

I have been thinking this week about how 
much I am geared to complexity, to enjoy the 
mind game of traveling the complicated roads 
to truth, and have been reminded that when 
you get back to basics, things fall magically 
into place with much beauty and grace. It 
seems to me lately the more complex I make 
something the less likely I am to understand it. 

Perhaps that is why I am going back to 
childrens’ books-perhaps my move to a simpler 
place, a simpler time was exactly about that. 

But back to this book on anger. It is divided 
into 10 chapters, beginning with (chapter 1) 
“When your “cool” begins to thaw” and 
(chapter 2) “It’s my right,” ending with 
(chapter 9)“Coping” and (chapter 10) 
“Accepting yourself.” It is a loving book, with 
no condemnation for the human frailty of 
our emotions. And it is a practical book, 
giving the reader ways to communicate not 
obliterate. I recommend it-for all ages.

reduce water in early summer before we run out. We 
have exceeded our adjudicated right out of the Ray¬ 
mond Basin.” 

McRea suggested that people dig out their old 
water bills and check the number of units used. That 
current usage may be divided by the digit eight to 
determine the number of gallons used by them per 
day. Someone billed for 5000 units is using 600 
gallons per day, which is twice as much as the city 
suggests to be used. 

McRea said that according to the proposed or¬ 
dinance, a warning would be sent if a family uses too 
much water and the first violation will impost a 
penalty of twice the current water rate per 100 cubic 
feet of water. 

The second violation shows a penalty equal to 
four times and the third violation brings the need for 
a water restrictor to be installed behind the water 
meter after due notice. The unavailability of ade¬ 
quate water supply may require the site to be unoc¬ 
cupied, the ordinance reads. 

Each housing unit in Sierra Madre receives only 
six water bills during the year so it will take awhile 
for the program to get underway adequately. 

The News is publishing several explanatory 
charts on pages 10 and 11. 

The city staff was asked to come back to the 
next meeting with a decision of whether or not the ci¬ 
ty could legally limit future water hookups until the 
water shortage is over. Councilman Gary Adams 
made that request and Councilwoman MaryAnn 
MacGillivray suggested a possible moratorium on 
new building. Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan 
said he would agree to a moratorium on new 
building but not on refurbishing of homes and office 
structures. 


Councilman Clem Bartolai initially made the 
motion concerning the restrictive ordinance. 

In other news, a public hearing was set for Apr. 
9 at 6:30 p.m. to consider the review of a preliminary 
draft of source reduction and recycling as required 
by the California Integrated Solid Waste Manage¬ 
ment Act of 1989. All California cities must assess 
their local needs concerning waste compilation, ton¬ 
nage of materials placed at curbside for landfill 
disposal and recycling. Cities are required to divert 
25 percent of their solid waste from area landfills by 
January, 1995, and 50 percent by January 1, 2000. 

Councilman Bartolai^ in i\otu\g another ^enda 
item, said that because of a letter sent by Cory 
Privett concerning the variance request of his home 
at 640 Sierra Meadow Drive, the City Council 
should conduct a hearing to decide the case de novo. 
Bartolai’s motion passed and the determination of 
the council will be by resolution at that time. The 
hearing will be within 40 days. 

The Planning Commission had turned down the 
request to construct a second story addition with a 
variance for a side yard setback and the owner ap¬ 
pealed to the council. 

Oakridge Construction of Temple City offered 
the only bid—of $57,898—for the handyman pro¬ 
gram in Sierra Madre which deals with the home im¬ 
provement program which is in its 16th year. The 
repairs consist of major roof repairs, correction of 
electrical and plumbing defects, exterior painting 
and other code violation improvements on homes in 
Sierra Madre. 

Staff will look into the restrictive parking max¬ 
imum of the green striped areas in the Auburn and 
Montecito parking lots with a possible change in the 
striping, allowing autos to park longer than the two- 
hour maximum.

Children’s books 
come and go, and some 
of them become classics. 
It is hard to conceive of a 
childhood in the late 
1800s unfamiliar with 
Wonderland, or a child 
of the early 1900s unac¬ 
quainted with Oz. In the 
’50s and ’60s there were 
the lovable “Velveteen 
Rabbit” and the more 
exotic “Where the Wild 
Things Are,” among 
others, and by the ’80s 
all properly brought up 
children had learned 
about “Charlotte’s 
Webb,” a gentle fable by 
E. B. White, concerning 
the unlikely but devoted 
friendship of a pig nam¬ 
ed Wilbur and a spider 
named Charlotte. 

Like the folk tales of 
old, these stories are 
more or less conscious 
parables, having to do 
with courageous action 
in the strange world and 
with the many natures of 
love. It behooves anyone 
interested in the educa¬ 
tion of children to keep 
track of these offered 
guideposts. Any good 
librarian can keep you 
abreast. 

And “Charlotte’s 
Webb” as dramatized 
by the Assistance League 


is a winner for any age 
group. As so often hap¬ 
pens with the League, in¬ 
ventive direction and 
skillful sets and lighting 
make the production 
worthy of anyone’s 
attention and 

“Charlotte...” is par¬ 
ticularly polished. 

Simple but effective 
dances and clever songs 
punctuate this state of a 
spider who calls atten¬ 
tion, and, hopefully, 
recognition, to her 
friend, the pig, by weav¬ 
ing complimentary 
words about him into her 
web. 

The cast is particularly 
fine. Diane Kahn is 
Wilbur and makes a 
wonderfully convincing 
pig, especially as she 
sings her praise of 
eating, and Gail Green is 
an elegant Charlotte, 
climbing with agility up 
her sturdy web. (My only 
complaint is the solid 
block letters she writes 
in.) The other animals 
are neatly drawn as well, 
especially Nancy Benun 
and Babs Stewart as a 
couple of geese with a 
real relationship, and 
Judy Hally as a city- 
slicker rat. Wilbur’s ear¬ 
ly appearance as the runt 


of the litter is played 
with professional 
aplomb by an unnamed 
small dog in a pig suit. 

“Charlotte’s Web”

willing to consider a solution to Sierra Madre’s 
problem. 

However, he stated, “It would behoove the city 
to maintain a high profile on this.’’ 

The questions remain - if, as Shollenberger says, 
we have plenty of water and need only a change 
in the way we get credit for it; if we succeed in 
getting that and have no need of additional 
water — why do we have to stay in the San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District? 

Isn’t there a way we can sever our ties with 
what many Sierra Madreans have come to consider 
an albatross that has cost us dearly, seems unable 
to help us and, as it would appear, we possibly 
don’t need anyway? 

So far, nobody has the answers to these potent 
questions, but more and more people are asking 
them. 

In future articles we will look at the requests 
currently circulating among City Councilmembers 
and members of the district board for help form 
the district in solving our problem, and the plan 
submitted by the city this month to the Raymond 
Basin Management Board for a more favorable 
formula on our water allottment.

Shown at the left is an imaginary water bill 
for the city of Sierra Mfedre. You’ll note that 
usage is 5000 units ^hich translates into 
twice as much water^ (about 600 gallons) 
as Sierra Madreans are being asked to use.

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Sanitation District No. 15 provides waslewater collection, treatmenL and disposal service 
(operation and maintanance), lor the areas shown on tha map. In addition, the District also 
provides lor tha construction o( capital facimies to aooommodoto the needs ol existing users 
(upgrade) and new users (expansion). 

Tlia cost of operation and maintenance of the District's facilities, as tyell os the 
consUuctlon ol upgrade capital facUltias, Is borne by tha existing users of the system. After 
taking ail other sources ol revenue into consideration, the remaining revenue required to provide 
continued services la apportioned to all existing dischargers on the basis of their use of the 
system. Use Is measured In terms of quantity (flow) and strength (chemical oxygen demand 
[COD] and suspended solids [SS]). The average daily quantity of sewage flow and strength from 
one single family home la equal to one sewage unit Apartments and condomNums are 
assessed on the basis of six tenths ol a sewage unit All other user categortee are assessed 
proportionately. Raaldentlal, commercial, and small Industrial users pay under ths District's 
Service Charge Program. Large Industrial users pay on annual surcharge rather than a service 
charge. The District also receives a percentags ol the one percent general tax levy on all parcels 
within ths District Thus, the total annual cost ol wastewater treatment service lor any given user 
can be deUrmlned by adding either the service charge or swcharge, as applicable, with the 
percentage of the od valorem tax received by the District 

Tha District's Connection Fee Ordinance prescribes fees lor conrtectlng to the District's 
sewerage system or lor significantly increasing the quantity and strength of wastewater 
discharged ^ an existing user. Revenues from connection lees are used to provide additional 
capacity In the sewerage system. The connection fee Insures that: (1) new users of ths 
sewerage system and (2) thosa existing users who significantly increase their use of the 
sewerage system, pay lor their proportionate share of the cost of additional wastewater 
conveyance, treatment, and disposal facilities made necessary by their Increased demand on the 
system. The connection lee le based on the quantity (flow) and strength (COO and SS) of the 
discharge. The discharge from a single family home is equal to one capacity unit. All other user 
categories are charged proportlcnately. Connection lees ore applicable only If you are 
connecting to tha sewer lor tha first time or are significantly increasl^ your discharge. 

V^en territory ouUlde of the District's boundaries Is annexed to tha District, a lee must 
be paid. The annexation lee represents the cost of provtding adminlatrative servicas by Dtstrid's 
stall with respect to annexation ol the territory to tha District Tha annexation lee Is adjusted 
annually to reflect current costs. Annexation lees are appllcobla only H you are currently outside 
the District and need to secure sewerage service.

McGuire shares experiences 
as F-16 pilot in Middle East 


Imagine 110-degree 
temperatures and miles 
of sand. That is what 
greeted Lt. Mickey 
McGuire and members 
of the 4th Tactical 
Fighter Squadron when 
they were deployed to 
the Middle East in late 
August. 

McGuire, who is a 
member of the Arcadia 
High School Class of 
1963 and the son of 
Arcadians Chris and 
Carol McGuire, arrived 
in Arcadia last week for 
a short visit and a chance 
to share some of his ex¬ 
periences as an F-16 pilot 
in Desert Shield/Storm. 

After arrival in the 
Persian Gulf area, the 
next three months were 
“highlighted by cycles of 
anticipated combat 
followed by emotional 
lulls,’’ said McGuire, 
who explained that he 


flew quite a bit to get 
familiar with the Middle 
Eastern desert. 

When Desert Shield 
became Storm, he was 
ready and actually flew a 
combat sortie on day one 
of the Persian Gulf War. 
In fact, during the first 
19 days of the war, he 
logged 15 missions into 
Kuwait and Iraq. While 
there were no air threats 
during these missions, he 
did have to evade 
surface-to-air missiles. 

On returning from a 
sortie on day 19, he ex¬ 
perienced abdominal 
pain and by the next 
morning he was having 
his appendix removed in 
an air transportable 
hospitaH kind yaf‘, like 
the TV show ‘MASH’,” 
quipped McGuire. 

Because he couldn’t 
fly for four to six weeks, 
he was one of the first

While on a four-week 
exchange of ideas and 
backgrounds, two Israeli 
teenagers visited Arcadia 
High School last Friday. 

During an interview 
for Apache News, AHS’s 
television program, 16- 
year-old Liat Kaufman 
said that a trip to Disney¬ 
land was one of the first 
things that the students 
did. Adi Makow, also 16, 
said that he was amazed 
that people have patience 
to stand in line for an 
hour to take a ride that 
lasts one minute. 

While on a visit to 
Executive Council, the 
Israeli students explained 
what it was like to be 
so close to the Persian 
Gulf War. They told 
about having to wear gas 
masks and taking shelter 
in sealed rooms during 
alerts. 

While they both live 
in Jerusalem, which was 
not attacked during the 
war, probably because 
Saddam Hussein did not 
want to destroy mosques, 
according to Makow, 


they did fear of a 
chemical attack, because 
this type of warfare would 
not affect the places of 
worship. 

Kaufman said, “I think 
everyone wants peace; 
everyone is tired of war.” 

He said that he hopes 
that his country can 
start developing, not just 
for war. He also stated 
that there should not be 
an international con¬ 
ference to decide the 
future of the Arab 
countries, but that those 
affected countries should 


unite for peace. However, 
he feels that the United 
States has become a part 
of what is happening in 
the Middle East and he 
would welcome input 
from the U.S. 

Kaufman and Makow 
are part of a group of 
10 students visiting the 
United States while 
another 16 travel in 
Europe for a cultural 
exchange which is a joint 
project of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs and 
Ministry of Education in
